The sugar cane is widely cultivated; al- 
so the wweet potutoe, ginger root, oranges, 
lemong, limes, dates, grapes, and a great 
variety of vegetables and fruits; many of 
which might be introduced successfully into 
California. 

Tea end silk are the two most important 
products. ea is cultivatedin most evety 
part of China, the coarsest in the Southern 
part, and the best in the region called the 
Mohie hills. The soil best adapted is on ei- 
evated locations formed disintegrated gran- 
ite and sand-stene. ‘It is difficult to trans- 
plant it. It has been carried to England 
in boxes with sufficient moisture introduced 
and then hermetically sealed up so ds to al- 
low the light but no air to entre or escape, 

The gardens of the Chinese are laid out 
with great teste and beauty. In them bloom 
the choicest flowers, Lotus, Geranium, 
Night-blooming Cereus, Japonica, &c.— 
Shaded walks, arbors, artificial lakes, and 
smalltomples hung with tinkling bells, di 
vernily and lend interest tu the scene.

The Horticulturist, for January issued by New- 
man & Iveson, of Now York, has an article on the 
subject of manares, from the pen of tho editor, 
Mr. Barry, from which we take the following ex- 
cellent suggestion:

By and by 
the crops begin to fail; andthe wonderis why, with 
such a liberal manuring every year. But it is not 
at all wonderful. Wehayo seen lime, marl, sea- 
weed, and other fertilizers, produce the most abun- 
dant crops fora few years, and tlien cense to 
have any good effect, but rather to be injurioue. 
Thousands of gardens are defective, not from the 
want df manure, but from the too frequent appli- 
cation of one material. People are not thought- 
ful or caroful enough in saving the waste materi- 
als of gardens and kitchens, to.add tothe manure 
heap. Tho more vegetable refuse that can be re= 
turned to the garden, the less will strong animal 
manures be needed. Leaves, the dry stalks and 
waste parts of vezetables, mowings and sweepings 
of lawns, pruning of trees, clippings of hedges, 
if thrown in a heap and mixed with alittle ma— 
niire, limo; turf from an old pasture, muck, opi 
peat, &c., would mako one of the very best com- 
posts for gardens, whatever might be the charac- 
ter of the soil or the crops grown on it. They 
return to the soil the very same enbstances of 
which it hasbeen depriyed by crops, together with 
others taken from the atmosphere. Such a com- 
post is far preferable to strong stable manure; for 
trees éspecially; and may be applied with entire 
sufety even in fertilo soils, where it might be con- 
sidered that manuro of any kind was wholy un- 
necessary. The finest garden crops, and the most 
vigorous, healthy, and fruitful trees wo know of, 
are those of poor cottagers who keep no animals, 
and have no manure but such as they scrape up 
in tho form of refuse, Their necossities compel 
them to follow a system of preparing manure that 
every one should adopt from choice. A dressing 
of wood-ashes occasionally is of great value. Tho 
alkali they contain is not only useful to the soil, 
but destructive to grubs thatinfest it. Soot is 
also valuable in this respect, and it is a point of 
soma importance; far when animal manures alone 
havo been {plentifull applied for s number of 
years, grubs become so numerons as to render the 
gerden nearly worthless. Tha best way to apply 
theso substances is, to spoad them ovor the ground 
in tho fell or winter, and spade them under; be-
